MESSAGE

With the start of January, 
the Society again re-affirms it- 
self for the necessary repre- 
sentation and promotion of 
architecture within the State of 
Michigan, In doing so, con- 
tinuity of efforts have been 
maintained from one year to 
the coming year and its hoped 
for achievements. New officers 
have been elected. Board 
members will receive task as- 
signments for the support and 
promotion of the architectural 
profession, 

A question maybe should 
be asked: Will there be an 
architectural profession and 
community around to be rep- 
resented, supported, and pro- 
moted by the Society? 

With the economy con- 
tinuing to drop and thereby 
creating complete construction 
stagnation, the architectural 
profession faces serious busi- 
ness problems ahead. This 
coming year, the State’s com- 
mission on professional and 
occupational licensure (COPOL) 
will probably take up the dis- 
cussion on the need for archi- 
tecture licensing within the 
Sstate of Michigan. The contin- 
uing bad business climate in 
the State has been cause for 
many members of the profes- 
sion to look elsewhere around 
the country for work. The ar- 
chitectural student, educator, 
and architect-in-industry аге 
also being affected in various 
degrees toward their employ- 


ment and potential within 
their profession. 

When will it end?...I'm 
not sure... 


But, if there was even a time 


that the need seems so great, 
the time is now, 1982. All 
members of the architectural 
profession must achieve an 
element of solidarity for the 
necessary preservation of its 
own way of life. 

This coming year, the Mich- 
igan Society of Architects will 
face many of these hurdles. 
The Society and the Board of 
Directors will strive to repre- 
sent, protect, and promote the 
architectural profession in total 
for all who claim title to “аг- 
chitect.” The Society’s only 
limitation to provide this nec- 
essary representation would 
be financial restraints. This 
would happen if Society mem- 
bership drastically drops. 

This past month, all Society 
members received their 1982 
dues billing. These are difficult 
times and the paying of dues 
is probably not one of the 
most demanding priorities. But 
a priority it must be. The bill- 
ing has a slightly different for- 
mat allowing for a variable of 
methods in paying. This, the 
Society’s Board felt would 
“lighten” the financial load 
and allow for spreading the 
cost out. 

The time is now for the 
architectural profession and 
the licensed architect to re- 
main a strong entity within 
today’s fragmented society. Is 
the Michigan Society of Archi- 
tects going to participate to 
preserve our profession? Are 
you, the licensed architect? 
Yes ...1 believe . . . the So- 
ciety and You will!

REGIONAL 
DIRECTOR'S 


REPORT 
John Jickling, FAIA 


President Randy Vosbeck’s 
theme for 1981 has been “A 
Line On Energy.” Through a 
nationwide “Energy in Archi- 
tecture” workshop series the 
AIA has pursued the first large 
scale effort to affect the design 
of new buildings placing en- 
ergy on an equal footing with 
form, function and economy 
in the design process. The re- 
sponse from members was, 
frankly, disappointing during 
the first half of the year. At 
its September meeting the 
Board funded a concentrated 
marketing effort of the work- 
shops which resulted in a con- 
siderable improvement in at- 
tendance. Nearly fifty work- 
shops were scheduled reach- 
ing for 1982. 

1981 has also been a year 
of change within the Institute. 
At the December meeting, fol- 
lowing nearly a year of study, 
the Board took the first major 
step toward management reor- 
ganization which will result in 
the consolidation of the busi- 
ness activities of the AIA, the 
AIA Corporation (which owns 
and operates the headquarters 
building) and the PSAE Corpo- 
ration which is responsible for 


Masterspec, In addition a new 
single non-profit corporation 
is being created combining 
the AIA Research Corporation 
with the AIA Foundation. The 
purpose of this reorganization 
is two-fold. First it is to im- 
prove management effective- 
ness over income producing 
activities and, second, it is to 
achieve a clearer delineation 
of the uses of member dues. 
Long run ме should see dues 
income becoming а smaller 
percentage of the total income 
of the Institute. А distinct 
possibility exists that dues 
could be reduced. 

Looking ahead, 1982. Presi- 
dent Bob Lawrence has estab- 
lished as his theme “A Quest 
in Time.” It will be a time for 
long range planning beginning 
with the Goals Conference at 
Grassroots 1982 in Washington 
in January. And it will be a 
time for celebration. 1982 is 
the 125th anniversary of the 
Institute, There will be a two- 
year membership drive with a 
goal of 6,000 to 8,000 new 
members during 1982-83 with 
an ultimate target of 50,000 
members before the decade is 
ended, 

The AIA remains firmly com- 
mitted to professional devel- 
opment, government affairs 
and communications both in 
public awareness and within 
the AIA. A singular opportu- 
nity for all members to parti- 
cipate in the forward direction 
of the AIA will be at the 1982 
Hawaii Convention, the first 
convention held beyond the 
continental borders of the U.S. 
In President Lawrence's words, 
"... this island convention 
epitomizes the miracle of com- 
munications technology and 
symbolizes our leap beyond 
architecture's traditional earth- 
bound апа land-locked pa- 
rameters.” 


Notwithstanding the urge to 
celebrate and convene in re- 
mote islands of pleasure, the 
Institute is fully aware of the 
problems brought on by the 
economy in which we prac- 


tice. For many members cele- | 


bration has a hollow ring and 
the problem is simple survival 
working under the hardship of 


a depressed construction in- | 


dustry. In 1982 the national 
Board will be looking at a new 
supplemental dues formula 
and at dues payment plans de- 
signed to make it less difficult 
for new firms and older firms 
struggling with a cash flow 
problem. One of the major 
goals of 1982 will be to re- 
spond to the economy and to 
the technological changes in 
the workplace with expanded 
and restructured practice aids 
and other resources to assist 
architects in improving design 
and marketing capabilities.

PAULSEN RECEIVES 
1980-81 SOL KING 
AWARD 


5, Glen Paulsen, FAIA, Uni- 
versity of Michigan architec- 
ture professor is the recipient 
of the 1981 Sol King Award for 
Excellent Teaching in Architec- 
ture. 

The award, which carries a 
$1,000 stipend, is given an- 
nually by the UM College of 
Architecture and Urban Plan- 
ning to a UM faculty member 
in recognition of teaching abil- 
ity, professional architectural 
work, and service to the Uni- 
versity and community. 

Announcing the award, UM 
architecture Dean Metcalf said 
of Paulsen: “Your sympathy 
and respect for the fledgling 
designer, and your ability to 
draw from each of them their 
very best effort—these are 
qualities in a design instructor. 
Your long and distinguished 
professional experience in ar- 
chitecture has served you well 
in your interaction with stu- 
dents.” 

Joining the UM faculty in 
1958, Paulsen resigned in 1965 


to become president of Cran- 
brook Academy of Art. After 
holding that post from 1966 to 
1970, Paulsen returned to full- 
time architecture practice with 
TMP Associates. 

Paulsen has designed Gor- 
don Hall of Science at Cran- 
brook, the Ford Life Sciences 
Building at U of D, and the re- 
cently completed Ann Arbor 
Federal Building. 


OBITUARY 


Corrado Joseph Parducci, ar- 
chitectural sculptor, died on 
November 22, 1981 at age 81 
of congestive heart failure. 

Known simply as “Joe” to 
the architects he worked with 
for decades after his immigra- 
tion to the U.S. in 1904 from 
Italy, he apprenticed as a 
sculptor in New York City and 
moved to Detroit in 1924 at 
the urging of Albert Kahn. 

Parducci’s mastery of a wide 
variety of ornamental styles 
put him in great demand and 
his work can be seen in De- 
troit area buildings such as the 
Masonic Temple, the Shrine of 
the Little Flower in Royal Oak, 
Meadowbrook Hall in Roches- 
ter and nearly every major 
downtown building erected in 
the first half of the century. 

He is survived by a son, 
Allen. 

Parducci’s studio was dedi- 
cated in December 1981 as an 
art center for children in ther- 
apy. Parducci’s bequest was 
that his studio be left to the 
Rev. Russell Kohler, founder 
of the Pope John XXIII Hospi- 
tality House, on Second and 
Alexandrine, an outreach cen- 
ter for cancer patients and 
their families. 

Through his gift, Parducci 
hoped to help those whose 
lives are threatened by dis- 
ease. Because of a personal 


anguish — twin sons, Harry 
and David, died of Hodgkins 
disease, and his wife also died 
of cancer. Joe Parducci felt he 
could not help while he was 
alive, 


The program under the di- 


rection of Father Kohler has | 


sent artists to the homes of 
young cancer patients. With 
the studio under operation the 
artists and patients will have 
a proper place to work.

Among the many fine acti- | 


vities at the recent ARCHIVEN- 
TION was a student design 
charrette organized by the Uni- 
versity Committee, Those at- 
tending the convention viewed 
student and faculty рапісі- 
pants from Andrews Univer- 
sity, Ball State University, Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati, Univer- 
sity of Detroit, University of 
Illinois / Chicago Circle Cam- 
pus, Kent State University, 
Lawrence Institute of Technol- 
ogy, Miami University, Univer- 
sity of Michigan and the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Milwau- 
kee. The forty-four people 
participating from these ten 
schools were divided into four 


groups and led by noted ar- | 


chitects Merrill Elam of Heery 
& Heery/Atlanta, Frank Gehry/ 
Santa Monica, Robert Stern/ 
New York, and Stanley Tiger- 
man/Chicago. Their subject, 
downtown Kalamazoo, was to 
be studied in terms of indi- 


vidual/group analysis with de- | 


sign suggestions made con- 
cerning its development po- 
tential and physical direction. 

The success of the event, 
somewhat unique in its objec- 
tives, planning, and perform- 
ance, was made possible by

interested individuals from the 
Michigan Society of Architects, 
the Western Michigan Chapter, 
Kalamazoo businesses and in- 
stitutions, the Universities, and 
of course the participants 
themselves. An interesting as- 
pect of the Charette was the 
City of Kalamazoo’s role as a 
participant in a convention 
activity. Not initially endorsed 
by all the city commissioners 
because of the possibility for 
setting a precedent, many 
were pleased with the results 
and hopeful that they might 
serve a continuing purpose in 
marketing the assets of Kala- 
mazoo’s urban potential. Close 
to $10,000 was raised largely 
through the efforts of Evie As- 
ken, whose enthusiasm and 
professional reputation bridged 
the lines of communication 
between the community and 
the Charrette planners. Her in- 
volvement is sincerely appre- 
ciated and was crucial to 
funding the event. In all, close 
to forty local firms and institu- 


tions contributed funds direct- | 


ly or through in-kind services, 
or materials and supplies. The 
Charrette could not have taken 
place without the understand- 
ing and support from these

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sponsors. Their generosity is | 


also very much appreciated. 


Not as intense as a RUDAT, 
the Charrette process, by way 
of the four principal architects, 
succeeded in providing the 
City with a quick urban study. 

| Their observations largely con- 
| cerned scale, open space, 
| preservation, and the some- 
times glossed over realities 
of urban environment. They 
| found Kalamazoo not unlike 
| similar communities faced with 
similar problems. Given the 
| event's spirit, some of the sug- 
gestions came in lighthearted 
| form but most, whether inten- 
tional or not, were poignant in 
their analysis. All the compo- 
sitions involved usage of water, 
primarily as a focus of inter- 
| est for activities and develop- 
| ment. All included ап атрһі- 
theater which was a suggestion 
made by members of the 
Greater Kalamazoo Arts Coun- 
cil, and all dealt heavily with 
renovating the vacated Ma- 
sonic Temple, a predominant 
National Register landmark 
that has an uncertain future. 
All recognized the variety of 
period architecture inherent to 
the community, seeking to

better expose and integrate 
that which was visible and 
that which was not. 


Merrill Elam’s suggestion 
concentrated heavily upon this 


| theme, using an additive and 


subtractive process to open 
vistas throughout the urban 
fabric. She observed that the 
significant downtown nodes 
occurred along lines of sight 
45° to the street grid. In fact, 
the Hilton Hotel of the Kala- 
mazoo Center enforces her 
premise as it is built along one 
of these sight lines. Applying 
the process along these ‘‘natu- 
га!” lines was the basis for 
sheltering the pedestrian mall, 
a new intra-city bus terminal, 
facade renovation and adaptive 
reuse. Two sight lines inter- 
sected in a large parking area 
where she has planned an 
open green space containing a 
playing field, an elevated am- 
phitheater and a lake, with 
new low rise housing along 
its southeastern edge. 


Frank Gehry perceived the 
lacking entry and sorely un- 
derusing or misusing its his- 
torical artifacts. His scheme 
routed the major east-west

state highway through a lake 
created from four city blocks 
of existing surface parking. The 
excavated soil would bury an 


on-grade parking garage abut- | 
ting the rear facades of the | 


Haymarket Historical District. 
This earthen hill woud be for 
new and endangered period 
homes overlooking the lake. 
Emptying into the lake by way 
of a waterfall would be an 
opened Arcadia Creek, trans- 
formed into a Venetian Boule- 
vard for private homes and 
pedestrian circulation through 
the city. Also around the lake 
would be a farmers’ market, a 
new hotel, and other spaces 
for commercial development. 
An interesting detail suggested 
the Masonic Temple as an ex- 
hibit hall, doubling as a sculp- 
tural backdrop for а tiered 
amphitheater. 


Robert Stern produced a 
very dense clustering of ele- 
ments highlighted by a Win- 
ter Garden which he describes 
as “а glass and metal galleria 
intended to house seasonal 
botanical displays, community 
events, cafes, and а health 
club.” Continuing, he pointed 
out that “it would provide the

clear visual focus the mall 
sorely needs and would fur- 


ther the development down- | 


town by linking the Hilton 
Hotel with new convention fa- 
cilities and the railroad station, 
recently revitalized as a multi- 
modal center.” His major em- 
phasis was directed at reliev- 
ing the city’s (and all cities’) 
adherence to the automobile 
as the predominant design 
parameter. The residential en- 
clave, convention and exhibi- 
tion spaces, and outdoor rec- 
reation facilities seek spon- 
taneity for the urban dweller 
and visitor. Again, the idea of 
new facilities would only be 
at the expense of underused 
or poorly used space, such as 
cross-streets or infill, and not 
vital historical buildings. 


Stanley Tigerman’s scheme 


was based on three predomin- | 


ant observations. First, the 
downtown has two distinct en- 
vironments; the west side 
composed of churches, parks, 
cultural and governmental fa- 
cilities, and the east side con- 
taining commerce, business, 
industry and the marketplace. 
He chose to label these as 
“the sacred and the profane,” 


using that contrasting theme | 


on the building facades of the 
Burdick Street Mall. Second, 
the lack of a north and south 
anchor to the mall implied a 
typical dumbbell plan used in 
suburban malls. On the north, 
he created a transportation ar- 
cade in front of the existing 
Intermodal Transportation Cen- 
ter, and within it ап ат- 
phitheater connecting under- 
ground to the mall. Opposite 
the arcade would be an ar- 
ticulated open space abutting 
in-fill housing. On the south, 
another arcade fronts a tiered 
hotel adjacent to a new 21- 
story mixed use center. The 
building is in four descending 
levels because Tigerman felt 
the new facility to be out of 
step with the scale of the city. 
Third, the CBD is quite re- 
moved from 1-94 (the primary 
artery through the community), 
not allowing a visitor to ever 


experience Kalamazoo. So, a | 


dirigible, carrying a restaurant, 
would be moored at the top 
of the hotel with a lighted 
elevator staff spelling out l- 
GOT-A-GAL-IN and KALAMA- 
ZOO lit across the dirigible’s 
mid-section. 


Efforts are underway to pub- 
lish the Charrette results and 
to use them for further down- 
town studies. Community lead- 
ers have been very receptive 
to the event, discussing vari- 
ous formats for further pres- 


| entations and continued com- 


munity exposure. The Char- 
rette contributed in a lot of 
ways to the convention and 
the city. It brought a lot of 
diverse groups together to en- 
joy architecture in an informal, 
unorthodox manner. 
vided experience for the stu- 
dent, reflection by the profes- 
sional, and stimulated interest 
in the layman. It was a rela- 
tively inexpensive method to 


It pro- | 


harvest a considerable amount 
of impartial professional ideas 
and impressions of Kalamazoo. 
Proper documentation would 
insure that the Charrette re- 
sults become a vital compli- 
mentary tool to urban devel- 
opment. It is hopefully an ех- 
panding breath of fresh air to 
a process of community analy- 
sis overloaded with data and 
projections.
